Report on Buildings and Grounds 

The pole building has not yet been completed. As soon as the electrical work 
is completed items from the red block building can be put in the pole building 
and the removal of the block building can begin. The parking lot, which will 
be placed where the block building presently stands including an area to the 
south, will be installed at a later date. The parking lot will be built for 
42-46 cars. The size of the parking lot was made smaller to accommodate the 
cross country course. The name plaques for Northwest and Southeast have been 
received and will be installed when the weather is appropriate. Funds for the 
Fire House at Safety Park will be raised by the Fire Departments. Wellman 
expects the fund raiser to be done some time in April or May. $18,000 is 
needed to cover the cost of materials for the Fire House. The Vocational 
Trades Class will build the Fire House during the 1996-97 school year. The 
tile in the dressing rooms at the middle school will be installed during 
spring break, if the tile is received. Wellman asked if there were any 
questions on any projects. Fullenkamp asked who had been contracted to remove 
the brick building. Wellman said Fleming Excavating Inc. will remove the red 
block building and they will be responsible to remove the entire building 
including the foundation. Some trees will have to be removed to make room for 
the parking lot; however, most of the trees that will be removed are not in a 
condition that would warrant keeping them. The area will be landscaped and 
six or seven new trees planted. Isch asked about the posts that were torn out 
during snow removal. Wellman said only one post was broken and all others 
will be reset. New posts have been set near the baseball diamond and this 
project will be completed when the weather is appropriate. Spring projects 
are underway. Isch asked about leaks in buildings. Wellman said there was a 
leak at Northwest last week. No serious damage was done. Ceiling fans are 
being installed at Northwest. Some problems have occurred with the 
installation of the fans but the problems are being worked through.
